| cannot make available all the things | am being asked to show. 

| hope | will be able to locate and bring my nicest early dollars for you. | do have some others but may not feel that is 
practical. As far as records are concerned | have all the Johnson invoices for the sale to others of early dollars but 
they (the Green, Brand and his own stock) are boxed by year and alphabetized by customer and would take too 
long to find the specific items during a busy period. Let me think the matter over. 

As to the Ostheimer matter that was one of the miserable experiences of my life. Werner threatened to sue me, 
Ostheimer consulted his lawyer and threatened to go after me, Ostheimer hired a metal specialist before my talk to 
prove | was wrong, etc. Bolender was just plain stupid and the worst thing that happened to me was that | was 
unaware that the prior knowledge of the alterations was written up in the Numismatist long before but was indexed 
by the Numismatist as 1904 and 1905 altered dollars rather than 1804 and 1805 altered dollars. | remember no one 
who cheered me on but Ken Bressett. In any event | was so determined that The Fantastic 1804 Dollar was written 
and my wife selected the title without realizing she was producing one of the best numismatic puns (a fantastic coin 
and a fantasy coin).
